Elsfe was questioned by the different newspaper men 
present, and answered without any equivocation. He termed 

c|the statements issued by Sherill Veale and his son Lilliam 
Veale, as more smoke screens, put out to divert the attention | 
of the, public from the real issues. 

Elsie’s statement unequivocally denied that there was any 
politics in the report, that any outsiders had anything to do 
with it, that advice was secured from an outside attorney, 
but it all came from the district attorney of the county, that 
there were secret meetings held with outsiders, but that 
the report came as a result of investigations made by _ the 
grand jury, and was presented to the court so that existing 
abuses would be done away with, and violations of the law 
discontinued. 

One significant statement made by Elsie was to the effect 
chat if the grand jury had made its investigation in 1926,in- 
stead of 1927, Sheriff Veale would very likely now be facing 
trial for malfeasance in office. -

The rumbling of hearts which for- 
merly just murmured, the thunder- 
ing of hearts which have never done 
anything more ambitious than to 
beat—these are the phenomena 
which science has just made possi- 
ble by joming hands with nature. 

The scene is a meeting of the 
Kings County Medical Society in 
Brooklyn. The speaker is Dr. Paul 
D. White, who is describing ‘The 
Types of Heart Disease.” Before 
him, in the auditorium, sit active 
and associate members of the so-

policy is to build up a lay group in 
the society, comprising leaders of 
the community who are interested 
in science and in the service of the 
society to the public.

Instead 
of being audible only to Dr. White, 
the heart’ Sounds of the patient are 
amplified efectrically and carried to 
two great horns, one on either side 
of the stage.
